It was the first dearcut Soviet 
response to questions about whether It 
would live up to the terms of SALT II 
If the Senate does not ratify It.

vasion of Afghanistan. 

But Carter said the United States 
would abide by the terms of the pact 
OS If they wcre ln effect, and the State 
Department said at the time it 
expected the Soi^lets to do the same. '

WASHINGTON - Their vjctories 
Tuesday refueled the"Ia| ' 
ralgns of Edward M. 
GeofigeBush. 

But they face even steeper paths to 
nomination today than confronted 
them after their twin drubbings in 
Illinois a week ago. 

The mathematics of the presi- 
dential balloting In the Democratic 
and Republican parties 'requires 
Kennedy and Bush to win atxmt five of 
every eight delegates 'remaining to be 
chosea if they are to overhaul front- 
runners Jimmy Carter and Ronald 



In Tuesday's voting In New York 
and Connecticut, neither challenger 
was able to' meet that standard, so 
both fell further behind thc'pace they 
must maintain to make their langshot 
victory hqpcs come true In the Detroit 
and Ncw.York City conventions. 

By upsetting Carter in twth states, 
Kennedy won 193 of the 330 delegates 
at stake Tuesday — 57 percent of the 
day's prize. That Is impressive, but 
not'enough'to overhaul Carter's pres- 
ent Itad If .the percentage is main- _. 
taincd In all remaining primaries and 
caucuses. 

For Bush, the performance fell 
mudi further short of the standard he 



must achieve to catch Reagan. Bush 
won Connecticut, but so narrowly that 
he gained only 15 delegates, to 
Reagan's 14, and C for Rep, John B. 
Anderson. In the New York delegate 
contests, it was Reagan 91, Bush 6. 
Anderson 1. and uncommitted 19. 

Overall, Bush won only 21 of ttie isz 
delegates, a 14 percent margain that, 
if maintained, would soon find 
Reagan moving almost entirely ouf of 
Bush's strikbig range. ^ . 

Barty-season victories have given 
Carter almost' exactly half the dele- 
gates he needs for nomination, and 
Reagaq almost one-third of his magic 
number,- 



Most, but not all ol those delegates 
are legally bound to vole for the 
candidates Ihcy ore supporting, and 
the chances of dislodging any ol them 
aro probably not great unless Bush 
and Kennedy start winning by bigger 
morgins and. with more. consistency.- 
than they have stwwn so far. 

Still, neither diallenger is conced- 
ing a thbig. Nor, (or that matter, is 
Anderson, who has yet to win his. first 
primary. 

David Keiene, political director of 
the Bush campidgn, said the former 
ambassadors nomination' is "Im- 
protHible tKit not impossible." For 
Bush to have o diancc, Kcc'nc said, he 



would have to dclcot Reagan soundly 
in Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Michigan. Oregon, New Jersey and 
Ohio. 

Even then, Reagan can close 
strongly by winning the 166 delct;ates 
in his home . state of Callfomin'.s 
wliutc'r-take-all primary on June' 3, 
where he Is currently a strong favor- 
ite, and by taking most of the 133 
delegates in five western convention 
states — > Arizona, Colorado, 
Oklahoma, Utah and Wyoming — 
where hc'cnjoyed'a near-sweep in 
1970.
